The Cal State University Board of 
Trustees discussed a plan to freeze 
enrollment and cut faculty positions, 
while approving salary increases for 
two CSU presidents, in their meeting 
Tuesday. 

Trustees discussed a plan of action 
to deal with a potential $200 million 
budget cut if Gov. Jerry Brown’s two 
state tax initiatives doesn’t pass in No- 
vember.

Brother Jed returns to 
campus, targets Muslims

Brother Jed, an evangelist, 
preached against homosexuals, non- 
Christians and Muslims claiming he 
was spreading “the word of God,” to 
an angry crowd of Cal State Long 
Beach students on Tuesday. 

Jed and his followers stood in 
the grassy area near the Faculty 
Offices and held three signs that 
read, “Every knee shall bow, every 
tongue confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord,” “Just is Jesus! He is our only 
hope! Seek the Lord while He may 
be found” and “Muhammad is a ... 
liar, false prophet, murderer, child- 
molesting pervert.” 

Around 60 students stood and pro- 
tested Brother Jed’s aggressive ser- 
mon, demanding him to “leave our 
school” and that “no one want[ed] 
[him] here.” 

“As someone who believes in God, 
this is a-debacle and it’s a real shame 
because this is not what I believe in,” 
said sophomore Joe Biscocho, com- 
munication studies major. “What 
I believe in is truth of love not con- 
demning anybody who is not Chris- 
tian, which is why I’m so against 
this.” 

Jed preached, “Women should 
take care of her husband,” and told a 
student to “shut your pie hole” when 
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Brother Jed 


she called out to him about opposing 
God’s message. 

“It’s pretty funny,” senior psychol- 
ogy major Daniel Orozco said. “To 
me, this is actually a joke because 
nothing intellectual can come from 
this. You ask them direct questions, 
and they’ Il just gate around it.” 

Police officers stood around the 
crowd of students in case the protest 
got out of hand. 

“They’re here almost every semes- 
ter,” University Police Sgt. Hanson 
Tith said. “They have to have a permit 
that Student Life [and Development] 
hands out. As long as they have that 
permit, they’re allowed to be here. 
They’re exercising their first amend- 
ment.” 

Tith added that if-students simply 
leave, Brother Jed would leave as 
well.

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Obama’s Affordable Care Act is constitutional

over whether President Barack 
Obama’s Affordable Care Act is con- 
stitutional will be at the forefront of

able Care Act is one of Obama’s most 
controversial accomplishments. If the 
Supreme Court rules it unconstitution- 
al, the decision will definitely effect 
Obama’s reelection. 

Making healthcare affordable for all 
Americans has been something many 
have wanted for years. But Republi- 
cans question some aspects of the law. 

Republicans are declaring that 
forcing U.S. citizens to buy health 
insurance by 2014 is unconstitu- 
tional. Anyone who fails to buy health 
insurance would face a tax penalty. 
Republicans believe that you cannot 
mandate everyone to get health insur- 
ance, whether they have a pre-existing 
condition or not. 

However, this mandate is a central 
part of the law.

This decision has been upheld in the lower court decision Liberty 
University v. Geithner where Judge Norman Moon said, “Far from 
‘inactivity, by choosing to forgo insurance, plaintiffs are making 
an economic decision to try to pay for health care services later, out 
of pocket, rather than now, through the purchase of insurance.” 

However, Republicans still disagree with this lower-court deci- 
sion saying the mandate is still unconstitutional. 


The Supreme Court will rule on the Affordable Care Act this 
summer, meaning the decision will come out right before the presi- 
dential election. 

If the Affordable Care Act is overturned, it will be a great boost 
to the Republican candidate. It would take away from what Obama 
could stand on for reelection making him an easy target during the 
debates. 

This decision could also work in Obama’s favor by igniting a 
fire under Democrats who are furious that the law was overturned. 
There could be a rally around the President’s situation. 


If the Supreme Court upholds the law, it will validate a lot of 
what Obama has been trying to do in his first term.

Opponents of drug legalization overlook loss of human life 


Most of us don’t see the bodies piled in mass 
graves or drug cartel-related shootings. Those 
‘are a world away, across a fence about 2 % hours 
south of Long Beach. 

Though we hear about Americans and Mexi- 
cans being*killed at the hands of drug cartels in 
the border areas of Mexico and the United States, 
our response as concerned citizens seems to have 
been “don’t go to Mexico.” 

Never mind that drug cartels are coming into 
the U.S. and killing American citizens. For some 
reason, preventing adults from acting as they 
choose is worth billions of dollars and thousands 
of human lives. It seems that the “moral” case, 
for drug prohibition has been placed higher than 
human life. 

The situation is. so out of control in southern 
Arizona that the federal government has posted 
signs along Interstate 8 warning travelers of. 
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violent drug and human smugglers. The message 
I receive from these signs is “the government can 
no. longer protect you.” : 

If that doesn’t scare us into taking action on 
our border and drug issues, I don’t know what 
will. For some reason, the federal government is 
content with pleasing the anti-legalization lobby 
instead of protecting life 
within our borders. 

It is surprising that politi- 
cians and police officers don’t 
often draw a parallel between 
drug prohibition and alcohol prohibition. I would 
bet that if these lawmakers and law enforcement 
officials lived during the prohibition of alcohol 
or saw the carnage their peers see in Mexico, 
they would feel quite differently about the war on 
drugs. 

By forcing drugs into mainstream society, we 
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would allow those who use drugs to buy from 
licensed growers and manufacturers. I think 
it would be unlikely that users would go to an 
untrustworthy dealer to get their fix rather than 
go to a legitimate retail outlet. Mass production 
would likely follow legalization, allowing cheap- 
er, superior products to enter the marketplace. 
Many arguments against 
the legalization of drugs stem 


Because we have never lived 

in a time when drugs were 
legal, it is understandable that many are skeptical 
of full legalization. 

It is easy for the anti-legalization crowd to cre- 
ate doomsday scenarios that play into our fears. 
But look at Amsterdam and Portugal. Both these 
entities have legalized or at least decriminalized 
some drug use. And last time I checked, neither 
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of them has plunged into drug-induced anarchy. 
American lawmakers either are ignorant or con- 
veniently overlook these real world examples of 
looser drug policy. 

Full legalization is not the only step to ending 
the loss of human life and the destruction of 
thousands families. There are several things that 
need to happen such as increasing border security 
and immigration reform to help end the lucrative 
trade of smuggling both drugs and humans across 
the border. ; 

Without drug legalization, there is little chance 
of ending the massive bloodshed. If people want 
a product, they will get it no matter what it costs. 
As long as drugs are criminalized, the violence 
will continue and the blood will be on our hands.

_ American prisons have major problems. Many 
| are overcrowded, and others are in rapid physical 
decay. Consequently, the federal government and 
state governments have tried to alleviate some of 
these problems by contracting prison out services 
to private firms. 

According to the Bureau of Justice Statistics, 
the quantity of state and federal prisons increased 
by almost ten percent, primarily because of the 
increase in private prisons. In 2008, nearly eight 
percent of all prisoners were housed in private 
prisons, according to the bureau. Utilizing private 
prisons may seem like a panacea for the strug- 
gling U.S. prison system, but the evidence shows 
that the risks outweigh any potential benefits. 

The arguments supporting prison privatization 
employ free market ideals, while the counterar- 
guments refute the free market’s utility in this 
enterprise. Researcher Gerald Gaes examined 
some of the research on private prisons and high- 
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Private prisons suffer from overcrowding, 


lighted the key arguments surrounding this issue. 
The arguments of those asserting the benefits of 
private prisons posit that privatization would lead 
to more cost-effectiveness, more of an efficiency 
incentive, more accountability, and better worker 
quality due to the profit incentive. 

But others, according to Gaes, assert that costs 
would actually increase costs “because of hidden 
contract costs” and that 
efforts to reduce costs 
and increase profit leads 
to low-quality staff and 
other problematic cost-cutting measures. Gaes 
concludes that research on the issue is incon- 
clusive, and that any potential savings would be 
negated by private firms’ profits. 

Further research and reports have exposed the 
limits of privatization in regard to cost and public 
safety. Researchers at the Utah Criminal Justice 
Center found the potential benefits to be inconclu- 
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sive, and that “cost savings ... 
and appear minimal.” 

They also found that public prisons performed 
better in terms of worker training and public 
safety. Moreover, truth-out.org reports that 
private prisons are often subsidized by taxpayers, 
thus reducing the cost-effectiveness that private 
firms promise to deliver. 

One state that hasn’t been 
seeing much of a benefit 
from prison privatization is 
Arizona. In 2011 the New 
York Times reported that research completed by 
the state’s corrections department found that out- 
sourcing prison operations to private firms didn’t 
actually save the state any money. 

Not to mention, prison privatization has dan- 
gerous limits. In 2010, inmates at a private prison 
in Arizona escaped due to lax security, and two 
of them ended up murdering an elderly couple in

another state. Seeing as how the prison staff are 
poorly trained and underpaid, this isn’t surpris- 
ing. 

In efforts to cut costs and raise profits, private 
prisons hire people with substandard experience, 
which results in poor security and high employee 
turnover, 

Also, Truthout cited a study that attributed the 
high turnover to low pay and poor training. 

Conversely, actual law enforcement officers 
who are well-trained professionals staff govern- 
ment-run prisons. ; 

Poor staffing is also an issue, and New Mexico 
has recently fined a private prison company it 
contracts with due to a lack of adequate staffing. 

So while private firms may perform optimally 
in many other arenas, their use in the prison sys- 
tem is dangerous and potentially inefficient.

Nicholas Donn for ASI president: A new wave of campaign tactics

His posters feature a Shepard Fairey- eeiiel 
image of Donn alongside a QR barcode, or quick 
response code, that students can scan via their 
smart phones. 

If elected, Donn will encourage ASI to find 
new ways to release information. “You want to 
do it in a way that’s hip,” he said. “It should be a 
way that means something to you, whether that’s 
Facebook or whatever.” He pointed out that ASI 

_lacks things on YouTube and Twitter, and it lacks 
a blog. Through blogging, users have the op- 
portunity to build up a large subscription fanbase, 
but, as Donn said, “The whole thing is they’re ex- 


pressing themselves in their environment. You’re 
going to go on their page when you're relaxed, but 
they’re essentially going to be in your house.” 

With Donn behind the wheel, ASI would cir- 
cumvent its stuffy attitude and move forward to 
communicating with students on a more intimate 
level through social media. 

The stakes and fliers 
are old hat. 

If someone handed me 
a flier about the campaign 
to write letters to Jerry Brown, I would probably 
throw it away. What Donn proposes in response 
is something innovative and personal: He wants 
to take all the letters that have been collected, 
deliver them to Brown in person and videotape 
the whole thing. Creating a viral video would cre- 
ate a greater impact and likely incite even more 
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students to get involved. 

Donn has also spoken about his friendship 
with members of the Program Council, which 
puts on all the events for the University Stu- 
dent Union and ASI. He suggests a revamp on 
programs like Smorgasport and Homecoming, 
which he describes as being too “high school-y.” 

He described a scenario 


CAITLIN O’ CONNOR of going to Smorgasport 


and not being excited to be 
there. “You’re not going to 
tell your friends and you’re not going to have 
this Beach pride that we’re trying to invoke,” he 
said. Updated programs may even allow Cal State 
Long Beach to venture away from its commuter 
school status. 
Aside from his contemporary ideas, Donn is 
the most approachable presidential candidate.

“Tt was definitely a trek, it was super 
steep hiking down,” Li said. 

Li and McConnell wanted to depict 
nature in a different way, other than us- 
ing common landscape photography. 
Physical artifacts from nature were col- 
lected, framed and hung on the walls of 


cheering after their opening musical 
number, “Come Look at the Freaks,” 
where they introduce themselves and 
their unique differences labeled by 
society. Attractions, like the comedic 
bearded lady (Lindsey Sapia), the slith- 
ering reptile man (Johnathan Wong), 
and the group of dancing gypsies, 
transform the theater into a live circus. 

The long, white sheets draping from 
the high ceiling resemble the inside of 
a circus tent. The stage has a red me- 
tallic bleachér set that is almost tall 
enough to touch the ceiling and sits on 
a powerful set of wheels, which allows 
the company to spin the set as if it were 
a giant swiveling office chair. The op- 
posite side of the bleacher set has two 
revolving doors that are strong enough 
to withstand cast members running 
through them, but thin enough to allow 


a silhouette to appear when the stage 
lights shine through them. 

Although the Hilton sisters, Daisy 
(Jessica Louise Garcia) and Violet 
(Grace Byeon), dress alike and have 
similar features, the two are incredibly 
diverse, with different life dreams and 
opposite personalities. Daisy is extro- 
verted and wishes for fame and popu- 
larity. Garcia portrays Daisy as a con- 
fident performer, with her bright smile 
and flirtatious eyes. Violet is timid, and 
dreams of normality with a husband 
and a family. Byeon resembles the quiet 
sister who hides from the spotlight as 
she constantly avoids eye contact with 
other characters and frowns at the 
thought of performing. 

The boss of the circus (Jared Pugh) 
has a snarling attitude and exploits 
her performers, especially the Hilton 


sisters, for their freakish qualities. He 
treats them like slave workers by threat- 
ening the loss of their jobs, something 
everyone feared during the Great De- 
pression. Pugh shows the craziness of 
a circus leader with his evil laughs and 
intimidating facial expressions. 

The conjoined sisters are protected 
from outsiders by the cannibal king, a 
black worker named Jake (Ryan Har- 
ris), who is secretly in love with Violet, 
but fears rejection since he is shunned 
by society. His love and care for both of 
the girls is shown through his powerful 
singing, filled with floods of emotion. 

Talent searcher Terry Connor (Eric 
Larson) agrees to see this amazing 
conjoined twins act, with his partner 
Buddy Foster (Brendan Quirk), and is 
immediately intrigued once he sets his 
eyes on the friendly twin, Daisy. As

“We decided to bring the nature in,” 
Li said. 

Even though both artists have roots 
in photography, they agree that the me- 
dium can often detach the viewer from 
what is depicted in front of them.

“It’s a different form of photog- 
raphy.” 

When walking in, viewers are greet- 
ed with framed twigs and leaves, which 
lead into a three-tiered rack of neatly 
presented acorns and rocks. A video 


of the two artists walking along a trail 
creates a stomping rhythm in the back- 
ground, letting attendees feel as if they 
are on a camping trip themselves. 

“The way they used mixed media 
makes the gallery theme come across 
clearly,” said Alex Carman, women’s 
studies alumna. 

Joanne Chen, senior studio art ma- 
jor, Joanne Chen, reminisced about the 
times she spent at sixth grade outdoor 
science camp when she entered the gal- 
lery. 

“T like it. It’s really natural,’ Chen 


said. 

More camping trips and collabora- 
tions are future prospects for the na- 
ture-loving duo. They plan to continue 
expanding their work with different 
mediums and experiment more with 
installations, McConnell said.

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LBSU seniors leave 
lasting legacy

As the Long Beach State men’s bas- 
ketball season came to an end Thursday 
afternoon in Portland, so did the ca- 
reers of seven senior players. 

Larry Anderson, Eugene Phelps, 
Casper Ware, T.J. Robinson, Edis Der- 
visevic, Corey Jackson and Sean Starkey 
sat long-faced in their locker room at the 
Rose Garden after their 75-68 loss to 
New Mexico — donning the black and 
yellow of LBSU for the last time. 

Anderson limped about the perim- 
eter of the room with ice on his injured 
knee. Phelps and Robinson were sitting 
stoically next to one another, staring at 
nothing but the wall in front of them. 
Ware was huddled in the corner of his 
locker, surrounded by reporters and 
visibly upset. 

These seven players, four of whom 
are long-time starters and LBSU re- 


cord-holders, have created a legacy 
head coach Dan Monson says will be 
the starting point for every team he will 
ever lead at The Beach. Sap 

“1 don’t know where this program 
is going, but they’re the foundation,” 
Monson said. “They always will be, as 
long as I’m the coach.” 

The group was relieved to reach the 
NCAA tournament after consecutive 
losses to conference-rival UC Santa 
Barbara in the Big West final. 

Anderson, Phelps, Robinson and 
Ware are all members of the 1,000 
point club for their careers, not some- 
thing a group of four typically accom- 
plishes together on any team. 

After averaging 17.4 points and 3.4 
assists per game, Ware was named the 
2012 Big West Player of the Year for the 
second consecutive season, while he, 
Anderson and Robinson were named 
first team All-Conference. Phelps was 
named second-team. 

Anderson was also named as the con- 
ference Defensive Player of the Year, an 
accomplishment Ware experienced last 
season. f 

The guard averaged 1.8 steals per 
game to lead the Big West. 

Anderson, who missed the Big West 
tournament due to a knee injury, said he 
is proud of the way the team competed 
as the season came to an end. 

“We went out fighting. It’s what we 
do, we keep fighting.”

Anderson added: “We’ll see (what 
happens next), let my knee heal for 
sure, but probably a couple [of] camps 
and see where it goes from there.” 

Robinson is the all-time leading re- 
bounder in the Big West Conference 
with a career total of 1,206 after Thurs- 
day’s game. 

“We had a great career,’ Robinson 
said. “Our first time to the NCAA tour- 
nament we came up a little short but we 


put Long Beach on the map and built a ~ 
legacy.” 

Although Ware was not ready for the 
‘Niners season to come to an end, he 
feels prepared for the journey ahead. 

“Me and the seniors are going to try 
to make the best out of our lives,”? Ware 
said. “We will try to go play basketball 
somewhere. The good thing -about it 
is we’re all getting our degrees, so we 
don’t have to rely on basketball.” 


The seniors leave the newly regener- 
ated program in the hands of two young, 
capable players who have learned a 
great deal from the elder teammates. 

“They’re a great senior group,” Mike 
Caffey said. “[They tought us] to bring 
it everyday.” 

“It takes a lot of hard work to get 
here,” James Ennis said. “They worked 
very hard, and I’m upset we didn’t go 
far in the tournament.” 
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
